During reguiar bimonthly meeting 
Elba City Council reviews financial statement

The Elba City Council .meet- 
ing of Monday, Oct. 9, present- 
ed no surprises to council mem- 
bers. 

Reviewing the financial state- 
ment, paying bills, and buying 
additional garbage containers 
dominated the short meeting. 

Mayor James Grimes 
reviewed the highlights of the 
monthly financial statement, 
noting departments which were 
slightly over budget and those 
which are still under budget. 
According to Grimes and the 
prepared eleven month ‘budget 
report, the City of Elba is still 
some’ $95,000 below ‘budgeted 
expenses. However, income -is 
also below projected numbers. 

Grimes, told council members 
he is still optimistic the. final 
budget numbers will bring’ the 
actual income up to or near the 
projected figures for the fiscal 
year. 

The’ departments which use 
gasoline’ have had their budgets 
wrecked, as the record high 
cost of fuel has hit each of them 
hard: The street department is 
already over the annual budget 
by: over $6,000;. police depart- 
ment is over by $10,000; sani- 
tation fuel costs are over by 
almost'$4,000 and recreation is 


over by more than $4,000. 
Even the fire. department is 
over on fuel costs by $761. 
Salaries in several depart- 
ments are also, exceeding budg- 
et projections. These: include 


the police, ‘street, recreation 
and fire departments. 
Administrative. salaries are 


actually below budget by 
almost $11,000. 

Operation costs. of the rescue 
squad continues to escalate. The 
first eleven months of the fiscal 
year cost the taxpayers $10,000 
more than projected for the 
entire year. Some adjustments 
have been made which should 
help slow the escalating costs of 
this necessary service. 

Monthly bills _totaling 
$101,532.66 were approved for 
payment. ‘This included. trans- 
fers to the school system, fuel 
purchases and utilities used plus 
a $16,000 monthly bank repay- 
ment as the four largest items. 

_ The ‘council heard a_ report 
from’ Mayor Grimes on the 
three. bids; received on new 
garbage containers. The low 
bid of 427 new 95-gillon resi- 
dential containers was $47.63 
each, while six. commercial 
dumpsters (4 at four yards and 
2 at six yard capacity) were bid 
at $6,890 for all six. 

The Mayor noted there is a 


possibility of getting some : 


refurbished, used residential 
containers at a lower price if 
the. council is - interested. 
Council. members. agfeed" ‘to 
look into this option for the res- 
idential, units but to mave for- 
ward with purchasing the new 
much needed six commercial 
dumpsters. Delivery is expect- 
éd in seven or cight weeks. 

City Clerk Wayne Grantham. 
announced that plans are to 
soon put the finishing touches 
on ‘the street resurfacing which 
accompanied. the | sewer 
upgrade in downtown Elba. 

Police Chief Freddy Hanch 
said business was routine, ba 
the department ‘was investigat 
ing four recent business burgla- 
ries’ He said\ there was some 
good leads but no arrests had 
been made, 

Hanchey also reported that 
Officer’ Dalton Francis . had 
begun a three week school with 
the new drug dog.

Drafting courses at MacArthur 
Campus continue to grow 


The Drafting »program at 
Lurleen B. Wallace’s MacArthur 
to grow 
through the work of its instruc- 
tor Charles Coon. 

“The biggest thing we're 
working on right now is getting 
the. program certified through 
American Design and Drafting 
Association (ADDA),” Coon 
said, “Our program could really 
grow if\we could become a cer- 
tified testing site for drafting 
students,” 

Both ‘Coon. and , Sharon 
Stricklin, the drafting instructor 
at ‘the Greenville campus, | are 
certified drafters through the 
ADDA. 

Currently there are 12 stu- 
dents enrolled in the drafting 
program on the MacArthur cam- 


pus. 
“We graduated a large group 
last semester,” Coon said. 
Graduates of the MacArthur 
drafting program have also 
received some help from Coon 
and others involved in the pro- 
gram in finding employment. 
“We've got students 
all over,” Coon said.

According to Coon, the draft- 
ing programs at both MacArthur 
and Greenville are virtually 
identical. 

“I'd ‘say that they're pretty

20- 
year term for the murder and a 
seven year term for (approxi- 
mately $900. cash) robbery of 
the station.

Hanchey to this second trial |_ 


was claims by Barnes that the 
Chief had told him the caliber 


of the weapon (38-caliber) used 


in the'killing. 

Hanchey testified: that- that 
wasn’t possible as he didn’t 
have access to that unreleased 
detail of the killing. Hanchey 
also. produced a transcript of 
the audio tape of both the arrest 
and booking .of Barnes which 
verified his verbal testimony.
